$12,501.00, I fi a 1.8% of this was $221.41 employer's 
tax, and 1% wes 23.01 employee's tax, The total payroll 
for Park Help was $2069.00, and 1.8% of this is $19.06, 
employer*s tax, and 1% is $10.59, so I added the total 
amount which is $374.07, so I figured this is the amount 
due you for 1937 and I asked your permission to pay this 
eum off at the rate of $100.00 per month starting July let. 


I have been advised af your local office here at 
#1060 Broad St., that employees di@ not have to pay any 
tax until after December 31, 1957, therefore, I am excluded 
from paying the $123.01 and the $10.59, which makes a total 
of $153.60. This amount subtracted from $574.07 would make 
the amount due you $240.47. 


Would you kindly go over my figures and inform me if I 
am not right in making this correction.
